versity? AH a innilor uf fuel, the groat 
numbers and the large higniJloance of the 
undergraduates in every university insure 
and always will injure the closest atten- 
tion to their neotls and interests, liowovcr 
much tho ideal of the university grows 
upon us, however lofty the more organic 
and national purposes of our academic 
work become. 


Of the proper plnce of the undergraduate 


in the organism of a great uuiv»n>ity I 
havo a pretty decided notion, which I 
should like to express as I close. It is this: 
In the true university tho undergraduate 
ought to feel himself a novico In an order 
of learned servants of the ideal—a IIOMCO 
who, 
if in turn ho bo found willing and 


worthy, may bo admitted, "ftcr his (Irst de- 
gree, to the toils ami privileges of this order 
as a graduate or, still later, ns a teacher; 
but who, on the other hand, if, as will most 
frequently happen, be is not for this call- 
ing, 
will be sent buck to the world, en- 


riched by his undergraduate years of inter- 
course with his fellows, and with elder 
men and progressive scholars. 


The ideal academic life, then, IP not or- 


ganized expressly for him. And yet ho 
will gain by tho very fact that it is organ- 
ized for higher aims and upon more sig- 
nificant principles than his individual In-| 
terests directly involve. It is a niibtuke to 
think first of "disciplining" the under- 
graduate mind, and then of higher aca- 
demic purposes.

MRS. FRENCH SHELDON'S STORY OF 


HER ARDUOUS JOURNEY.

Ono of tho most Interesting addresses 


made before the British association waa 
Airs. French Sheldon's on her journey in 
Africa, where she visited Mount Kiliina- 
NJaro and Lnko Tclmla. Mrs. Sheldon is 
best known us u liiornry worker, an» her 
trip to tho Afrien wilderness was much of 
a surprise to all who know her. 
Various 


motives were ascribed to her which she had 
never for a moment entertained. She ma<lo 
no profession of possessing scientific attri- 
butes, nnd had no thought of geographical 
exploration. Her plan was to hlmly tho 
native Imblts and customs free from the 
inlluoucoof civilization nnd In their primi- 
tive condition. She started on her journey 
without companionship or tho OHsiatanco 
of a lieutenant, and not oven with udoctor. 


The expedition of 130 men was personal- 


ly directed, disciplined nud led by herbclt 
Her English stewardess was taken serious- 
ly 111, and tin expedition had to carry her 
for three-fourths of tho distance lu a most 
dangerous condition. The majority of her 
caravan party were untrained and unre- 
liable, nud until she gained complete m.is- 
tory over them there was ft disposition to 
be rebelllouB. The hazard, however, was 
taken with eyes open, and the responsibili- 
ty was incurred In order that a portion of 
the country should be visited which was 
solely inhabited by natives who hud never 
seen the faces of white men or women. 


She received before starting many hints 


from men like Mr. Stanley and other trav- 
elers. Sho bad besides read most of the 
books on the subject, and taking warning 
from thoii' mishaps, she tried to effect tho 
formation of a caravan free from liability 
to such dangers; but tho time was short 
and great haste had to bo made. 


QUliLLING MUTINOUS 
MEN. 


The start was made from Zanzibar. But 


there she had great difficulty in scouring 
suitable men. Tho sultan personally as- 
sisted her, however, nud at length tho 
quota was made up. The men wore after- 
ward mutinous, and gave her Indescriba- 
ble trouble. 


Sho hud expected hardships, but she did 


not expect to have, day after day, In the 
solitude of the desert, to contend with now 
difficulties which arose and to overcomo 
which almost needed more than human 
aid. There was nothing left to her bul, to 
gain absolute control over her men. This 
could only be done by an application of the 
rawhide whip. Sho often lay awake at 
night trying to decide what would be the 
best thing to do. Had she consulted her 
own first impulses she would have shot 
more than once every man In tho caravan. 


She found, however, that a certain de- 


gree of patience bad to bo cultivated, nnd 
when punishment hod to he meted oat it 
was necessary to wait patiently for the exo- 
cutlon of orders. This delay was ono of 
the most difficult things she had to contend 
against, because of her impatience to have 
her orders executed. Tho hardships en- 
tailed by the climate were also very groat. 
Tho rains had begun to fall, and when 
marching she and her party were frequent- 
ly up to tho armpits in water or half sunk 
in marshes. 


It was Interesting to observe that the 


natives, Instead of taking to flight on the 
approach of her party pad deserting th« 
caravan paths, came dowa to meet her. 
I3y some system of communication all t,h« 
tribes soemed to know of her approach, 
and it afforded her no little amusement to 
hear the native men and women describe 
her in their own languago cjs "ivoman 
master." They seemed not to l>o able to 
comprehend tho position of a woman in 
charge of a caravan; but, Instead of show- 
ing her rudeness, tho natives from on* 
coast to the other, on routes which passed 
through savage and wild districts, showed 
nothing but deference and homage. They 
treated her In fact as !f sho worn a poten- 
tate. 


AN UKFOHTUNATK ACCIDENT. 


She frequently received as many as ten 


oxen as a mark of homage, and the chiefs 
would send messengers and couriers ahead 
in order to find out whether she Intended 
to pass through their territory, either go- 
ing or returning. Hut she went straight 
ahead to Kihma-Njaro. 
Sometimes tluj 


natives rcconnoitercd her approach and 
held aloof. On these occasions she went 
frankly toward them with extended hands 
containing some bright, attractive offering 
as a present. She went Into Africa with 
all delicacy anil womanliness, but quite 
prepared to accept things as they were 
there. 


On one occasion a hand of warriors ap- 


peared at her camp in an entire state of 
nudity. Next day, however, they reap- 
peared clothed as her own followers were, 
thereby showing that they had divined 
that their original state was distasteful to 
her. Sho had been Invited by both the 
men and women of tribes to attend their 
marriage feasts, dunces and funeral serv- 
ices, which was a very rare experience for 
any ono outside the tribe to enjoy. 


On her return journey she mot with an 


unfortunate accident. While being car- 
ried In a palanquin across a swollen tor- 
rent tho porters stumbled, and she was 
thrown from a height of thirty or forty 
feet. She was dropped by her carriers a 
second time, and injury to her spine waa 
the result.— Cor. New York Tribune. 


Wlml a Modern Gun Can Do. 


Unless one Is actually brought into busi- 


ness relations with the great science of 
modern warfare, it is difficult to conceive 
of the terrible power of the latest nnd larg- 
est guns. These engines of destruction, 
weighing 110 tons, hurl a projectile of solid 
steel 16 Inches in diameter and nearly 4 
feet long at a velocity of 2,079 feeta second. 
When tested, one of tiese guns sent a shot 
through 20 inches of steel armor, 8 inches 
of iron, 20 feet of oak, 5 feet of granite, 11 
feet of concrete and 3 feet of buck. 


Comparatively a locomotive weighing 


200,000 pounds would have to spin along 
the tracks at the rate of 185 milea an hour 
to strike a blow equal to that projectile. 
Think of the damage wrought in a rail- 
road collision where the train speeds along 
at the rate of thirty miles an hour and ona 
may calculate the destructiveness of mod- 
am ordnance.—Boston Traveler

Ho -nasaboul 
to produce the "fehaupjhraun"in Wallack'F 
Theatre, aud It occuricd to me that of so 
\vtsll known an individuality theio wag 
mighty little fact in possession of the 
public 
They knew Boucicault as an 


notor, ae a writer, as a manager, but they 
knew verv little of himself, of 
his 


methods, of work, so I suggested to him 
that an article about himself, might be o) 
interest to the public and possible advan- 
tage to himself 
Ho wrote a long and 


most complete sketch concerning his 
affairs, part of which I published, much ol 
which I totalned for subsequent use. He 
boglria as follows: 
It has been Raid that the external ap- 


pearance of MlialcoS'peare'B head is re- 
called by a glance at that of Boucicaul' 
That tlioy resemble each othor in bald 
headed fraternity is true; thatsach wroU 
many plays Is equally a fact—but the 
one wrote in beggary, the other in afflu- 
ence; tho one was permitted to produce 
his woi ks, the othor is paid liberally to do 
DO. Thoio aie many pictures of Boucl- 
oault ia out ehop windows, whero he is 
genoially flanked by Montague's sweet- 
est curl aud Paponhoim's gorgeous front, 
but I have never seen a photograph that 
did him justice. 


"The punts are pretty—he was not. 
"Bovclcault was small, thin, and not 


very straight 
His head was handsomely 


shaped, his oyos small aad full of fun, his 
mustache In embryo, his hands delicate, 
and his boailng that of a gentleman ol 
lelsuic. His 'lelsuro' was not a fact, how- 
evoi, fora buelei little man did not live 
on oithor continent.

liant and harder. It is full of epigrams 
that sparkle, but it Is deilciont iu emotive 
interest. The 'Shaughraun' depends for 
success upon auimu.1 spirits It's scenes 
and incidents aio always ou tho fjo From 
the momont Conn doscilbos tho hunt, the 
entire play moves nnd pushes on with life 
and animation. In fact, it's a hunt itself. 


"I have noticed in the production of 


game of youi pieces that Uio people In low 
life aie mode to overdiass.

Theio are 
scones, and bits, and situations in it wuh 
which we are familial, but they aio so in- 
geniously utilized, so adinnably biought 
into haimony with tho movement and 
motive of the whole that criticism be- 
comes caviling, and the oar wearies with 
the but don of complaint. 
i 


Mr. Boucicault was simply a clever ait- 


1st. He took tools vihich otheis could not 
use and bent them to his puipose. His 
confessed adaptations oven aie so man- 
ipulated that it would be honest hud he 
ol limed them ns oiiginals. 1 remember 
reading a list, quite a quarter of a col- 
umn long, of the scenes and situations 
now incorpoiated in the "Shaughiauu," 
which weie taken from othei plays. 


"Whatofitr 
"For the sake of aigument,"giant that 


he selected his losobuds heio, his tube- 
roses there, hi& smilax olso-nhere. and 
bound them with goiaiuum leaves, vio- 
lets and iern. What of it, if the bouquet 
bo symmetilcal and the effect as desired? 
Theauthoiof 'London Assuiance,' 'Bip 
Van Winkle,' 'The Long Strike,' 'Led 
Abtray,' 'Colleen Bawn,' 'The Gorsican 
Brothers,' aud 'Arrah-na-Pogu<>' could 
well afford to laugh at the hypei criti- 
cism of men who v, ore only able to detect 
his weaknesses, being utteily at soa in 
the piesenco ol his wjndeiful success. I 
don't know and I don't care wheie the 
motiE ot the 'Shaughraun' came from. It 
is quito sufficient for me to know that 
the play has clean purposes, blight dia- 
logue, good cheer, plenty of fua 
and 


thieo jolly acts of hip! hip! liurrahativa- 
uess—all of vihich delights the stalls, 
charms the boxes, and elevates the gal- 
leiy to a piano oE social and (esthetic de- 
light. 


There was much to admire about Bou- 


oioault, and a groat deal of middle ground 
as well. 
Of his leal life tho public, al- 


though so much indebted to him, know 
but little. 
He had four children—two 


boys and two girls. His eldest son, one 
of the victims of the railway collibion at 
Huntingdon, in England, lies buried there. 
The father was deeply attached to the 
young man, puichased a laige piece of 
ground lu the cemetery and enclosed it as 
ft gaiden. There Is no tomb, only the 
name of the boy, "Willie," m soashells is 
Intel ibed on the lawn among shrubs and 
Hovvois. 
Mr 
Boucicault, desnous 
to 


make the town of Huntingdon itself a 
monument to his soa, offered to erect la 
his uaine any public building the corpo- 
ration should consider most required. 
The people of tho town were convened to 
decide tue mattei, and they asked that 
the grammar school should be rebuilt: 
Mr Bouoicault raised a noble pile of 
buildmgs on the market place ot Hunt- 
ingdon, capable of accommodating 150 
boys. It was given to the citizens of 
Huntingdon as a bequest fiom Willie 
Boucicault, whoso portrait hangs over the 
head master's desk, and on the 10th of 
May in every year the pupils will elect 
among themselves one of their number, 
"notselected for pioflelenoy in studies,"but 
"foi amiability, honor and good nature— 
for," 
said Mr. Boucicault, "these were the 


qualities that distinguished my dear 
boy." The heart master •will confer on the 
elected boy a silver medal, on one side re- 
cording the honoiable distinction and on 


the other the words: "With Willie's love." 
The 10th of May will remain a whole 
holiday forever In that school. 
" Some Irish Journals having discovered 


that Oliver Cromwell, having been born at 
Huntingdon, was probably educated in the 
grammar sobool of that town, they ac- 
cused Mr. Bouclcault of restoring a place 
In which the enemy of Ireland was edu- 
cated. The accusation was somewhat far- 
fetched. On the spot to which the body of 
his sou was first taken after th« aeoidont, 
he has erected a drinking fountain, com- 
posed of masses of red granite, forming • 
lofty pile of rocks, on whioh is a kneeling 
marble figure, life size, of a «lrl drinking 
at a pool. She holds a sea shell to her 
lips. The inscription on this mor-umeot 
is taken from his play 'Jonnte JJeans.' 
' Water is truth. Iteleansetha man and 
bilngeth up his food from the earth. It 
maketh of him a Christian, and is the only 
earthly thing thatGod hath permitted to 
rise up and inhabit the earthly sky." 


In le&ponse to a question as to tho sto- 


ries cunent respecting his enormous in- 
come, somcyeais ago, tho old gentleman 
laughed and dashed off the following: 


' Mr. Boucicaull lives iu a very modest 


apartment ot two rooms, like a hermit. 
He keeps no carriage and has not even a 
peisonal servant. Simple in his tastes, 
plain in his diess, he dines on a chop and 
a^up of tea, and when very busy his 
m'eal is served to him on a corner of his 
wiiting table. He rides in public cars and 
keeps up no show inside or outside his 
little establishment. If you sea on tho 
elieet a long slim figure In a black ulster, 
vith a pale face, walking very fast and 
looking like Shakespeare, disguised as a 
Kornan Catholic puest.that is Bouoicault.

THE 
BATTLE 
OF CHICAMAUGUA. 


A Revte\v of a Noteworthy Day in tilft 


Great Straggle. 


(Copyright, 1831, by Tno United Piess.) 


Just tweuty-olght years ago was 


fouffht the second day's battle of Ciiica- 
mauga, when the Coafedeiatss won what 
one of their commanders has called "a 
barren victory that sealed tbo fate o£ tho 
Southern Confederacy." Although Hf&gg 
defeated Eoseorans after two days ol des- 
peiate lighting-, the failure of the foimer 
to 
follow 
up his advantage 
by a 


vigorous pursuit rendered the victory of 
little practical value to the (Southern 
cause. Gen. 1>. H. Hill says: "It B?oms to 
me that the (Ian of the Southern soldier 
was never seen after Obiclsamauga—that 
billliant dash which had distinguished 
him oil a hundred fields was gone fotover. 
He was too intelligent not to know that 
tho cutting in two of Geoigia meant death 
to all his hope?. The delay to strike was 
exaspeiatmg to him; the failure tosttika 
aftei the success^as eiusiiing to all his 
longings for an independent South. He 
foughl stoutly to tlio last, but atler Cliick- 
amausa, with the suUenness of despair 
and without the enthusiasm of hope."

The battle of the 20th was one of the 


hardest 1'ought conflicts of the^ar. The 
otlicial ligmea give the loss on tho Federal 
side as follows. Killed, 1,656; wounded, 
8,749; captured or missing, 4,711; total, 
16,179. The estimated total loss on the 
Confecleiato sida is 17,801. The Confeder- 
ates captuied 51 pieces of artillery, 15,000 
stand of aims, aud a largo amount of 
camp equipage, etc. 


Lougstieet's famous dank movement ou 


that bloody day was disastrous to the Fod- 
eralb and caused tremendous loss of life. 
Fho of McCook's brigades were driven 
iiom the field after a loss of forty per 
cent. Says a confederate general: ''lhat 
Bank march was a bloody one. 
I hava 


never seen the Fedeial dead lie so thickly 
on the giouud, save in fiont ol the sunken 
wall at Fredei icksburg." 


One of the most curious features relat- 


ing to this great battle is the fact that 
Gen Bragg did not ireem to know that ms 
troop had won a victory and he certainly 
took no measures to secure the fruits 
thereof. 


General Longstreet says: "It is my 


opinion that Biagg thought at 3 p. m. 
that the battle w as lost, though he did not 
say so positively," and again: "It did not 
occur to me on the night of the 20th to 
send Bragg word ol our complete success. 
I thought that the loud huzzas that 
spiead over the field just at daik were a 
suffluient assurance and notice to any one 
within live miles of us." 


Another ex-Con federate general says: 


"Whatever blunders each of us iu author- 
ity committed before the battles of the 
19th and 20th, and during their progress, 
the great blunder of all was that of not 
puisuing the enemy of the 21st. The day 
was spent in burying the dead aud gath- 
ei ing up captured stores. Foirest, with 
his usual promptness, was early in the 
saddles, and said that the retreat was a 
rout. Disorganized masses of men were 
huirying to the rear; battenos of artil- 
lery 
were 
inextiicably 
mixed with 


trains ol wagons; disorder and confusion 
peivaded tho broken ranks struggling 
to get on. Forrest sent back word to 
Bragg that every hour was worth a thou- 
sand men. But the eornmander-in-chief 
did not know of the victory until the 
morning of the 21st, and then he did hot 
order a pursuit. Eosecrans spent the day 
and night ol the 21st in hurrying his 
tiains out of to\\n. A breathing space 
was allowed him; the panic among the 
tioops subsided, and Chattanooga—the ob- 
jective point of the campaign—w*« held.
